In  accordance  with  the  amended  provisions  of  the  above  mentioned 
statute,  a  report  will  be  rendered  each  year  embracing  a  review  of  pertinent 
facts,  figures  and  conditions  pertaining  to  all  institutions  under  the  super- 
vision of  this  department.   This  report  Avill  cover  a  calendar  year. 

In  addition,  reports  pertaining  to  particular  types  of  supervised  institu- 
tions will  be  submitted  each  year.  These  reports,  which  will  include  state- 
ments of  condition  and  miscellaneous  statistical  data  relating  to  the  insti- 
tutions individually  and  collectively,  will  cover  yearly  periods  ending  in 
the  months  indicated  in  the  following  table:

Investments  in  Securities 

The  book  value  of  $2,272,990,170  covering  the  total  security  holdings  equals 
42.47%  of  the  total  assets  and  reflects  an  increase  of  $21,268,948  for  the  5''early 
period. 

This  year's  holdings,  in  United  States  Government  securities  and  guaranteed 
obligations,  having  a  book  value  of  $1,709,990,182  represents  31.96%  of  total  assets 
and  is  $4,087,426  more  than  the  figure  of  last  year.  Investment  in  other  public 
funds,  bonds  and  notes,  increased  from  $38,362,588  to  $43,201,006. 

Other  bonds,  notes  and  debentures  increased  from  $282,064,207  to  $289,941,759, 
an  increase  of  $7,877,552. 

Their  investment  in  stocks  of  national  banks  and  trust  companies  and  in  the 
capital  stocks  of  Fire  Insurance  Companies  has  increased  to  an  amount  of 
.$229,857,223. 

Real  Estate  Loans 

The  upward  trend  in  the  investment  in  mortgage  loans  continued  during  the  past 
year.  As  of  October  31,  1956,  54.03%  of  the  total  assets  was  invested  in  such  loans 
with  an  aggregate  book  value  of  $2,891,346,179,  an  increase  during  the  year  of 
$291,040,218. 


Deposits 

It  is  noteworthy  that  the  total  of  the  3,221,757  deposit  account  balances  out- 
standing, at  this  date,  amount  to  $4,700,574,956  an  increase  of  $295,900,590  or 
6.29%.   This  is  exclusive  of  club  accounts  which  total  $38,968,251. 

Actual  deposits  received  during  the  year,  exclusive  of  dividend  credits,  aggre- 
gated $1,183,594,361  which  was  an  increase  of  $37,924,092.  Withdrawals  totaled 
$1,018,361,363  an  increase  of  $82,839,804  over  last  year's  figure.

Dividends 

The  present  year  brought  a  continuation  of  the  upward  trend  in  the  rates  of 
dividends  paid  to  depositors.  Thirty-eight  banks  increased  their  basic  rates  and 
twenty-three  banks  paid  their  depositors  additional  portions  of  earnings  through 
the  medium  of  extra  dividends.  During  the  current  year  total  dividends  declared 
amounted  to  approximately  1131,430,916,  exceeding  the  figure  of  the  previous  year 
by  $9,816,530.  The  average  dividend  paid  in  1956,  including  extra  dividends,  was 
at  the  rate  of  2.95%. 

Surplus  Accounts 

Operations  during  the  current  year  permitted  an  increase  of  122,688,075  in  the 
combined  Guaranty  Fund  and  Surplus  accounts.  These  reserve  accounts  aggregate 
$538,220,433  or  11.35%  of  total  deposits  compared  with  a  ratio  of  11.60%  in 
October  1955. 

Branch  Offices 

At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  October  31,  1956,  authorizations  have  been 
granted  to  sixty  savings  banks  to  operate  one  or  more  branch  offices.  At  this  date 
seventy-nine  branches  are  in  active  operation  by  fifty-five  savings  banks,  and  eight 
additional  branches  have  been  authorized,  but  at  the  date  of  this  report  have  not, 
as  yet,  commenced  operations.

Rules  and  Regulations 

The  Commissioner  of  Banks  promulgated  no  rules  and  regulations  relating  to 
savings  banks  during  the  period  beginning  November  1,  1955  and  ending  October 
31,  1956. 
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MUTUAL  SAVINGS  CENTRAL  FUND,  INC. 

The  total  resources  of  this  corporation  which,  under  the  provisions  of  the  statutes, 
is  wholly  owned  and  administered  by  all  Massachusetts  savings  banks,  amounted  to 
$42,702,729.01  at  the  close  of  business  October  31,  1956.  These  assets  are  divided 
between  a  reserve  fund  aggregating  $5,744,890.47  and  an  insurance  fund  amounting 
to  $36,957,838.54.  The  reserve  fund  is  maintained  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing 
member  banks,  through  the  medium  of  secured  or  unsecured  loans,  with  additional 
cash  should  it  be  needed  to  meet  unusual  withdrawal  demands.  The  insurance  fund 
provides  a  pool  which  can  be  used  if  necessary  to  absorb  abnormal  or  unusual  losses 
sustained  by  member  banks,  thereby  enabling  them  to  avoid  the  depletion  of  their 
own  capital  funds  to  levels  that  might  tend  to  jeopardize  the  interests  of  their 
depositors. 

The  statutes  relating  to  this  corporation  pro\dde  that  the  reserve  fund  maj"  be 
expanded  if  deemed  advisable,  by  assessments  on  the  member  banks,  to  a  figure 
representing  3%  of  the  deposit  liabilities  of  these  banks  excluding  club  account  de- 
posits. Expansion  of  the  insurance  fund  is  provided  for  bj^  yearly  assessments  on 
the  member  banks  in  amounts  up  to  one-sixteenth  of  one  per  cent  of  their  deposit 
liabilities  exclusive  of  club  deposits. 


SAVINGS  BANK  EMPLOYEES  RETIREMENT  ASSOCIATION 

The  Savings  Bank  Emploj'ees  Retirement  Association  was  created  by  the  Acts 
of  1943,  Chapter  249,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  pensions  for  eligible  employees 
of  participating  banks,  the  Savings  Banks  Association  of  Massachusetts,  the  Mutual 
Savings  Central  Fund,  Inc.,  and  the  Savings  Bank  Life  Insurance  Council,  who  re- 
tire on  account  of  age  or  disability.  As  of  the  present  report  there  are  167  member 
banks  plus  the  three  associations.  The  original  provisions  were  amended  in  1945, 
1946,  1948,  1953  and  1955.  The  provisions  now  in  effect  can  be  found  in  General 
Laws,  Chapter  168,  Sections  74,  75  and  76,  as  most  recently  revised  by  Acts  of  1955, 
Chapter  432,  Section  1.  Other  provisions  relating  to  the  same  subject  can  be  found 
in  Acts  of  1948,  Chapter  283,  and  in  the  Acts  of  1955,  Chapter  501.
